We 
have recently abandoned other 
fields, such as transportation ano 
many of the so-called nuisance 
taxes, without inconvenience. But 
with the State and local govern- 
ments, if this particular source of 
revenue is destroyed, the situation 
is not so free from difficulty. The 
estate tax contributed $102,000,000 
of revenue in 1924 to the Federa! 
government. The total government 
receipts from all sources were 
something over $4,000,000,000, so 
the revenue derived from death 
taxes represented only about 2% 
per cent of all receipts, and, as 
a matter of fact, amounts to less 
than one-quarter of the more than 
$400,000,000 tax reduction carried 
in the Revenue Act of 1924. On 
the other hand, the State inherit- 
ance taxes generally constitute a 
much larger proportion of the 
States’ revenues, and few States 
could afford to have the gpield 
from these taxes reduced tn amount 
or destroyed. The States have, 
therefore, the greater interest in 
the permanent character of death 
duties.

When the dirigible Shenandoah sails 
over Los Angeles today on her long voyage 
to Seattle, it will mark an important epic 
in the march of science and world develop- 
ment. 

It marks man’s final triumph over the last 
element to be conquered—the air. Toward 
what other achievements this is a step: to 
what extent this feat of the inventor's 
genius. will influence the future of warfare 
and commercial travel no one can say. 

It is enough at this time to recognize that 


the problem of air transportation bas large-|' 
ly been solved: that new avenues of com-| 


munication and travel have been opened to 


Air flight by the heavier-than-air plane 
must ever have definite limitations. The 


indicate that the possibilities of the rigid 
lighter-than-eir ships of travel are almost 


The Shenandoah’s flight across the con- 
tinent was of such a nature and was pro 
ductive of such results that it sweeps away 
limitations. The Shenandoah’s flight 
would seem.to promise that the air will be, 
one day. our most important medium of 

Heretofore, the rigid dirigible has 
been regarded as a safe or very practical 
vehicle. But the Shenandoah has stood 
the most terrific tests of storm and hurri- 
cane: has weathered them all in a way to 
disarm skepticism. 

The adaptation of helium gas as an inflat- 
ing and sustaining agent for ships of the 
air and the perfection of the mooring tow- 
ers have largely effaced the handicaps that 
stood in the way of this type of aircraft. 

Even though the Shenandoah should 
later meét with disaster, enough evidence 
has been given fo show us that airships 
can be built and sailed that will be capable 


of making long swift flights, in safety and | 


with reliability; and that, so safling, there 
can .be dirigibles that will be capable of 
transporting large numbers of passengers 
and huge burdens of freight. 
The tool has been made and perfected; it 
remains for the ingenuity of the world to 
adapt it to the occasions of the world. 
The Shenandoah is not the perfected 
product. It Is obvious that great changes 
will bé made in this type of aircraft. For 
one thing some cheaper way of producing 
helium gas will be found. Probably we will 
look back to the Shenandoah as something 
immeasurably crude and imperfect; but 
science has broken down the barriers and

Anatole France, idol of French letters 
and founder of a school of polite skepticism 
and dilettantism, has penned his last para- 
graph and uttered his last jest. For the last 
ten years he had been out of fils element. 


break of the World War it lost interest in 
the comments of this brilliant disciple of 
Voltaire and Renan. oo 

In the first decade of the present century 
no romMancer was more popular with those 
who read to be amused and shocked rather 
than to be instructed. He was a cynic and 
wrote for a generation In France cynically 
inclined.. ‘There was little of the profound 
in the substance of his articles, but his sen- 
tences sparkled like the diamonds of a neck- 
lace about the throat of a beautiful woman. 
He possessed all the buoyancy of the French 
eptrit. He was never mediocre, never te- 
dious. There was an analogy between his 
viewpoint of morals and that of the Mephis- 
topheles of Goethe's “Faust.” 

His womeh @rere beautiful and inclined 
to be wicked and unfaithful. His men were 
generaliy dupes. As-a sophist he was with- 
out an equal; and it was his delight to have 
his characters engage in some philosophic 
or moral argument fa which the two sides of 
the question were presented with equal clev- 
erness.. Nothing was ever finite; nothing 
settled. He was a jester of the courts of 
the Middle Ages transplanted into a mod- 
ern environment. 

No one ever knew just what France be- 
lieved, whether he was a Socialist or a mon- 
archist; for he aimed his shafts of satire at 
the established order everywhere. Yet he 
wrote remarkable works. His “Thais” and 
“Red Lily” will live as classics of French 
literature. To the American reader many 
of his brilliant: works are marred by their 
salactousness. Perhaps his most popular 
work on the continent was his “La Rotis- 
serie de la Reine Pedaque.””. But if an Amer- 
ican newspaper were to attempt to publish 
a literal translation in serial form it would | 
be excluded from the mails. , 

He took delight in ridiculing religion and 
mocking faith. He pictured patriotism as 
a mask and patriots as hypocrites. The sen- 
suousness in his mature crept into and 
marred many otherwise remarkable manu- 
scripts. He depicted sin in warm, glowing 
colors and virtue in faded and dead tones. 

His eyes were keen for the follies of weak 
human meture. He never failed to detect 
the worst. Yet his masterly diction and 
glowing style enabled him to give to things 
in themselves loathsome a piquant charm. 

The works of Anatole France will live, for 
they are -the products of genius. His gen- 
eration. never wearied. of reading them; yet 
it is doubtfl if anyone ever laid dewn a 
book by Anatole France the better for hav- 
ing read it. Admittedly there are excep- 
tions. He occasionally wrote something very 
pure and’ very sweet, apparently in a ma- 
licilous moment wheh he desired to show 
that he tould rise to moral heights if he de 
sired. But he always returned to the sen- 
suous, seeming to prefer it to the pure. _ 

Anatole France was a product of Latin 


winged marauder that plunders the flowers 
and, like the bee, he carried his sting. He 
leaves ‘in France many imitators, but no 
successor,. For a stndent who would study 
style the works of France are helpful. For 
one who is weary with the mediocrity of 
life the. works of Anatole France offer a 
pleasing, piquant diversion. But one who 
seeks the pure, the wholesome, the uplifting 
im literature as in life will find little to 
commend and much to condemn in the books 
written by Jacques Thibault under the nom 
de plume Anatole France.

Fainting is a symptom only, not 
a@ disease in itself. Repeated faint- 
ing may be the symptom of some 
general disease such as epilepsy 
or auemia_or some affection of the 
heart, etcetera, 

In the story I related to you 
yesterday of the woman who 
fainted in the restaurant, it was 
a symptom of tobacco heart. Dur- 
ing convalescence from any dis- 
ease, if the strength is overtaxed, 
fainting may be the result. Among 
the things causing fainting spells 
are: fasting, purgation, . loss: of 
blood (in the old days when blood 


Jletting was a common practice, 


there was considerable fainting 
from that procedure,) acute indi- 
gestion, troubles with the internal 
portions of the ear, sometimes 
great emotion, tight corsets (now 
obsolete; they used to be the chief 
cause of the frequent faintings of 
our grandmothers.) ; 

The preliminary symptoms are: 
dizziness, perhaps -.nausea and 
dimness of vision. hese symp- 
toms are wsually sufficiently ad- 
vanced so that the patient has 
time to lie down. The victim be- 
comes very pale, due to the con- 
tracture of the blood vessels of 
the head. | 

A person who.is subject to faint- 
ing most certainly should have a 
thorough physical examination to 
find the cause and to remedy it. 

TREATMENT: Lower the pa- 
tient’s head #0 that the force of 

avity can help the blood to re- 
urn. (Sometimes the patient who 
feels the faintness coming on, can 
abort it by leaning forward and 
lacing the head between the 
nees.) Here are some of the 
things you do: 

“Loosen” all constricting bands 
‘around the neck and waist; open 
the windows: dash. or slap with 
a towel. some cold water on the 
face and chest, rubbing the ex- 
tremities briskly.

s Whether a charging rhinoceros 
weighing seven tons is a worse ac- 
tor than a peevish seventy-ton 
whale is a subject H. A. Snow, 
wild-animal motion-picture pro- 
ducer of Oakland, will be able to 
discuss with authority as soon as 
his expedition now filming the 
denizens of the frozen North has 
completed its work.

“HE WHO GETS SLAPPED” 
(( Metro-Coldwyn-Mayer) 


One of the season's most pretentious pro- 
_ ductions that attempts to reach out beyond 
conventional formulae is “He Who Gets 
_ Slapped.” It_ the second picture to be 
| directed by Victor Seastrom since he came 
to America from Sweden, the first having 
been “Name the Man!" For the delicacy 
| and charm of certain of its pictorial high- 
tights may the new feature be recommen 
But, for some peculiar reason, the story, rather 
freely adapted, no doubt, from a play by 
the Russian, Leonid Andreyev, does not strike 
as deeply as might be anticipated. The cast, 
headed by Lon Chaney, will elicit in all prob- 
| ability much popular appreciation. 


| 


NY feature in which Chaney, appears 
is bound to command a certain spe- 
‘cial interest. He is a figure on the 
screen and widely known, and he has 
never given the public too much of his in- 
dividual talents. His last important appear- 
ance, a8 a matter of fact, was in “The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame,” and since that 
time until the present he has only been 
seen in one other, an unimportant picture. 
Chaney is the title character of Seastrom’s 
production of “He Who Gets Slapped.” 
This time he is a clown in a circus, an em- 
bittered and somewhat ironic character. 
in the beginning of the plot he appears 
as a philosopher, and it is the discovery 
of the perfidy of his wife that turns him, 
in a sense; against humanity. Through 
some pecniiar chain of circumstance, not 
fully brought out on the screen, he becomes 
identified with a circus. He is the princi- 


pal performer, aided by a huge number of. 


clowns, in a turn that is described as “He 
Who Gets Slapped.” 

With the start of the circus scenes the 
interest becomes divided. . An importance 
almost equal to that of the story of the 
clown attaches to the romance between Con- 
suelo, the daughter of Count Mancini and 
Bezano, other performers. It-is this love 
interest around which the really dramatic 
events centralize, although the two charac- 
ters mentioned have little to do with the 
bigger happenings that transpire. It mignt 
be said, incidentally, that the appeal of 
“He Who Gets Slapped” declines somewhat 
because these characters do so little to 
earn the happiness which comes to them 
as a result of another’s sacrifice. Too much 
shedding of blood seems necessary for their 
final felicity,. and spoils the logic of the 
ending, because they are forced into a cen- 
tral place. 


The climax takes on a sensational and. 


slightly grewsome aspect. It involves 
chiefly the clown, the father of the girl and 
the rich baron to whom he (the father) has 
selfishly betrothed his daughter. 

It is the clown who engineers the de 
nouement. He knows of the girl's love for Be- 
zano, and, though he is devoted to her him- 
self, he has managed to keep this concealed 
even though he was once actually on the 
point of revealing his love for her. 


The clown recewes his death blow and this 
Seastrom's newest picture seem at least a compromise with 


the idea of tragedy.

He dies operatically, however, only after 
he has staged the final performance of the 
act, “He Who Gets Slapped,” is the cir- 
cus ring. 

Frankly, | do not feel that in essence 
“He Who Gets Slapped” is as suitable for 
pictures as it is for the stage. .Much of the 
story would be very ineffective were it not 
for illuminative touches of symbolism. 
One scene is notable, however, and 
that is where Chaney goes into the ring 
after the show and picks up the prop heart 
that he wears during his pefformance, an, 
which is buried by one of the clowns. At 
the very close of the picture, his aides 
discover the same heart covered with blood 
from the stab which brings his death. 

Photographically, there are mapy en- 

chanting bits of this sort running all the 
way through the film. They are tiny 
sparkling diamonds of suggestion; but the 
thread on which they are held is all too. 
slight. The picture;is inclined, besides, to 
be very heavy with sentimentalism about 
the tragedy of a clown who has to laugh 
and play his part. It is a type of senti- 
mentalism that once had popularity, but 
this is shopworn now. 
I have the greatest admiration for Sea- 
strom and the moods which he conjures on 
the screen. He has an exceptional indi- 
viduality, but I do not feel that in either 
“Name the Man!” or “He Who Gets 
Slapped” has he really had _ satisfactory 
material for the screen. 

What he does seem to bring to every. 

feature that he has made, even those filmed 
in Europe under less favorable conditions, 
is high photographic values. He, as well as 
the cameraman, must in a degree be re- 
sponsible for these effects because they are 
so typical of his films. 
What is more, he has a fine eieihiians of 
contrasts and relationships, which should 
work to great effectiveness when he suits 
these to the right kind of subject. 

Chaney deserves high praise for what he 
accomplishes.
